IRISH TROUBLES 


Old Feud of Catholic and Protestant 
Maintained in Some Parts. 


Dublin—There is vothing so ugly 
in the present situation in Ireland as 
the religious aspect of it. In the 
northern province there exists a per- 
petual menace of religious conflict. 
This is largely due to the numbers of 
the opposing creeds being so nearly 
balanced. Roman Catholics constitute 
one faction and Protestants of all de- 
nominations form the,other; and upon 
those lines of religious cleavage the 
nolitcial parties are formed. The 
Catholics were Nationalists in the 
old ‘days; they are now classed = its 
Sinn Feiners. On the other hand. 
nearly all Protestants are Unionists, 
and as long as one can remember—it 
prokably dates back to plantation 
days—the two parties have lived in 
constant fear of attacks, one from the 
other. 

In past days the Catholics were 
rather subdued, for the simple reason 
that their religion barred them from 
privileges; from advancement of any 
kind. But in recent times legislation 
has swept away

In the south. where the Catholics 
predominate, there is no religions 
question. Ard it is one of the re- 
markable features of the present situ- 
ation that day after day the newspa- 
pers record “testimonies innumerable 
from Protestants in the south as to 
the toteration and friendship of their 
Roman Catuolic neighbors. 

The Protestants of Ulster in Ulster 
have a majority, but if Ulster be 
merged into the rest of Ireland, say 
in a common parliament, Ulster Pro- 
testants will become a mere item in a 
hopeless minority. “onsideration of 
this fect makes it easy to understand 
why Ulster fights even to the last 
ditch to maintain its own existence 
and its own individuality.

POPULATION OF B. C. 


Britsh Columbia's population is 555,- 
536, according to Dr. Henry Young, 
secretary of the Provincial Board of 
Health, who has made’ public his re- 
port for 1920. This total includes 
25,649 Indians. The total population 
is an increase of 89,700 or a_ little 
more than 20 per cent. over the pre- 
vious year. 

The death rate for the whole prov- 
ince last year was 9.22, which is less 
than half the birth rate, which was 
17.56. The .total births for the year 
vas 10,002 and the number of deaths 
4,420. Marriages numbered 4,650, an 


ncrease over the previous year of 
1,821. In 1919 there were 6,696 
deaths, due largely to the influenza 


epidemic, while the birth rate was 
15.83 per 1,000 of population, in that 
year.

WORLD SHORTAGE OF MEATS 


It is estimated that the world re- 
quires fifty billion pounds of meat an- 
uually and that while the population 
increased by 85,000,000 (that is from 
510,000,000 to 595,000,000) between the 
years 1901 to 1914, cattle, sheep and 
hogs combined only increased 40,000,- 
000 (that is from 1,065,000,000 to 
1,105,000,000). This of course indi- 
cates that there is not only a short- 
age of meats in the world now, but 
that as the years go by it must be- 
come greater and greater. Dealing 
with this subject in an illuminative 
article in the December number of 
The Agricultural Gazette of Canada, 
Mr. P. E. Light, Chief of the Markets 
Intelligence Division, Ottawa, points 
out that general economic progress 
as well as the increase of human popu- 
lation and the status of living in the 
consuming world, makes fresh de- 
mands upon available lands and tends 
to bring about a relative decline in 
the output of animal produce. This 
decline must be offset by an extension 
in live stock production — sufficient 
to meet increased consumptive de- 
mand. Any great augmentation of 
population in Canada at the present 
time would find us in a situation 
where we would either be severely 
taxed to provide for the total domes- 
tic demand, or else compelled to cur- 
tail our export trade. 


PRODUCTIVENESS OF SIBERIA 


Col. George H. Emerson, who was 


sent to Siberia during the war to op- 
erate the Trans-Siberian Railway, 
‘says that when Siberia, China and 


Manchuria are developed and con- 
ducted on a sound basis the foreign 
trade of the Pacific coast will exceed 
that passing through American At- 
lantic ports.

The report of the Minister of Agri- 
culture at Ottawa for the year ending 
March 31st, 1920, makes reference to 
a conference of representatives of 
Federal and Provincial Departments 
at which an agreement was reached 
which will, to a large extent, elimin- 
ate overlapping and aliow for close 
co-operation in the varieties of work 
carried on. Production, it was agreed, 
is to be carried out through provincial 
activities, while marketing and exper- 
imental work are to be cared for by 
the Dominion Department, except 
where special arrangements to the 
contrary are deemed wise. The re- 
port of the Minister covers, in addi- 
tion, the work of the Department car- 
ried on through the year by the vari- 
ous branches:—Dairy and Cold Stor- 
age, Seed, Live Stock, Health of Ani- 
mals, Fruit, Entomological, Publica- 
tions, International Institute and ,Ex- 
perimental Farms. 

Among the new activities reported 
are the record of performance - for 
poultry and special relief policy of the 
Live Stock Branch, with relation to 
the supplying of feed to unfortunate 
districts in the Prairie Provinces. I'he 
report is distributed by the Publica- 
tions Branch, which is shown to have 
sent out during the year, two and a 
half million, copies of publications.

PROJECTILE? The Red Deer Country Orange Lodge 


“Sinn Feiner,” New York Paper, Des- 
patch Credits Irish Sea Craft With 


Deed. 
New York, February 3.—The Sinn 
Feiner, a local publication, today 


printed a dispatch, purporting to have 
been cabled from Dublin, that the 
British submarine K-5, which sank 
in the English Channel, off Land’s 
End two weeks ago, was destroyed 
by “Irish sea craft.” The destruction 
of the underseas craft was brought 
about. it said, by an electrically con- 
trolled projectile recently invented by 
an Irish inventor engineer. 

The alleged dispatch printed by 
The Sinn Feiner reads as follows: 

Dublin.—-Ireland has struck hey first 
blow against the British navy. On 
January 20, Irish sea craft operating 
near the spot where Archbishop Man- 
nix was seized last year, sighted the 
enemy submarine K-5 and destroyed 
it. The submarine, one of the largest 
and most powerful in the British fleet, 
was blown to pieces. How this victory 
was accomplished it is not permissible 
to tell at this time other than to say 
that a new weapon, somewhat in the 
nature of an electrically controlled 
projectile, recently invented by sn 
Irish engineer, made it possible.”

ATH TAX 
EXCESS pROFTS| 


No New: Tax will Be Added. to Re: 
place It, But’ May. Be- New* Duties. 


‘ Birmingham, February 3—J. Austin 
Chamberlain, chancellor of - the ..ex- 
chequer, in a speech here today, an- 
nounced that the excess profits tax in 
Gerat Britain would be withdrawn. 
Not only would the tax be. abolished, 
he added, but no new tax would be 
proposed to replace it, and no new 


. taxes would, be proposed for the com. 


ing financial year, 
There might be new duties in con- 


nection with “dumped” goods or. de- 


preciated exchange, but there would 
be no new taxes on . business, «the 
Chancellor declared. 

Mr. Chamberlain, who was speak- 
ing to his constituents,-denied that 
the government had any intention to 
promote and rush an election on a 
popular budget. None of‘the minis- 
ters had any ‘such idea, he said, and 
“If the government should wish to 
appeal to the country it would not.be 
on finance that they would find an 
opportunity or the means’ for gratify- 
ing that wish.” 

With reference to the abolition of 
the excess profits tax, Mr. Chamber- 
lain said that all businesses except 
those begun since the war will pay 
the tax for a period of seven years, 
dating from their first accountancy 
period, but for all new businesses the 
tax ceases from December 31 last. 

Before making the announcement 
the Chancellor explained that he was 
taking an unusual course in announc- 
ing budget intentions in advance and 
nothing but the present abnormal con- 
ditions would justify such a course. 
The war had left Britain a  dehtor 
nation, but the country had made pro- 
gress and transformed the deficit’ into 
a balance on the right side and had 
even begun to redeem its obligations 
toivard foreign nations. 

The excess profits tax, he said, had 
many defects, it tended to encourage 
extravagance and discourage enter- 
prise, but the conditions which made 
it necessary had changed, and its re- 
newal was no longer necessary.

CALVING IN FAT CONDITION 
WILL GIVE RICH MILK 


Observing. dairymen have for some 
time known that cows calving in a 
fat condition will sometimes yield 
milk abnormally rich in fat for a 
short time after calving, losing mark- 
edly in weight during this period. 
This fact has been brought to public 
attention by Woll and Eciles. At 
the Missouri experimental station, 
Eckles fed a mature cow s0 as to be 
excessively fat at calving, and there- 
after gave her food sufficient only for 
a dry cow. Beginning with 21 tbs. of 
milk daily, she was giving 19.5 Tbs. at 
the end of 30 days of such poor feed- 
ing, during which time she lost 115 
tbs. in weight. Eckles estimates that 
the 43 Ibs. of fat and 53 tb. of other 


solids yielded in the milk during 
this period must have been drawn 
from her body tissues. During this 


period her milk averaged 6.1 per cent. 
fat. Within 48 hours after her feed 
was later increased it declined about 
1.4 per cent. 

In another trial Eckles fed one heif- 
er until she calved, while another 
was kept poor and thin. After calv- 
ing, the milk of the well-fed heifer 
tested over 4 per cent fat, and that of 
the thin one about 3 per cent. For 
several weeks after calving the fat 
heifer declined in weight, the fat per- 
centage remaining constant. When at 
length her weight became stationary 
the percentage of fat declined some- 
what. The thin heifer did not lose 
in weight after calving, and the fat in 
her milk did not decrease. In_ the 
end the milk of the two heifers was 
about equally rich. 

These trials show that when a cow 
of good dairy temperament calves in 
high condition, owing to the strong 
impulse to milk production, she will 
withdraw fat from her body and put it 
into milk. While she is doing this 
the fat content of her milk will be| 
raised abnormally high. This fact is 
important, for it shows that the tot- 
al yearly production of fat is in- 
creased by having cows in* good con- 
dition when they calve. The fat 
they have deposited on their bodies is 
not wasted, but is returned in the 
form of the more valuable butter fat.

Under the Land Purchase 
Act of 1875, the Islanders were given 
power to expropriate these lands.

WHAT THE PRAJRIE PROVINCES 
WANT 


The claims of Manitoba, Alberta 
and Saskatchewan may be stated 
briefly in the following terms: 

_ (a) Unrestricted  beneficia3: con- 
trol of all public lands and national 
resources within their boundaries now 
held by the Dominion. 

(b) Compensation at a fixed equit- 
able rate per acre for all lands dispos- 
ed of by the Dominion for the purpos- 
es of the Dominion, such compensa- 
tion to be made by way of annual pay- 
ments at 5 per cent. and to be reckon- 
ed as from the date of disposal, less 
the amomts received as subsidies in 
Yeu of lands, 

That these claéms are reasonable is 
avparent. Sir Robert Borden ‘stated 
in 1905, when in opvosition, that “the 
people of the» northwest when ‘hey 
are granted provincial rights are en- 
titled to the control of these lands.” 
bitt in 1914, Sir wobart, then the lead- 
er of the government, stated that 
“serious and complicated difficulties 
have now to be surmount2d.” 

In recent years it has been the cus- 
tom at Ottawa to “pass the buck” 
whenever the control of natiral re- 
sources has been brought forward. In 
1918 the Western delegates were 
told that the Donfinion Government 
would consider any” proposal which 
representatives of all the Canadian 
provinces agreed upon. It would be 
iust as reasonable to expect to settle 
oases of theft by asking the thief and 
the man from whom he stole to agree 
on the sentence the thief shoull re- 
reive.
